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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with a marine, flexible, integrated umbilical comprising a number of fluid flow 
pipes, filler material between the fluid flow pipes, wherein said filler material comprising 
several inner and outer channel elements being twisted about the longitudinal axis of 
the umbilical and assembled such that they form channels for receipt of the fluid flow 
pipes, said pipes being axially free movable within the channels, and an outer sheath of 
suitable material, wherein an armouring and weight adding band is wrapped around the 
filler material along an entire length thereof so as to be between the filler material and 
the outer sheath in the finished umbilical along an entire length of the umbilical (claim 

1 ). The above stated claim limitations, is not taught or suggested by the prior art of 
record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed August 19, 2008 have been fully considered and they 
are persuasive. Specifically, the applicant's argument that "Haug nor Haxton disclose 
the umbilical comprising an armouring and weight adding band is wrapped around the 
filler material along an entire length thereof so as to be between the filler material and 
the outer sheath in the finished umbilical along an entire length of the umbilical as 
detailed above with respect to claim 1" is persuasive and therefore the claims have 
been allowed.
